_ The Eagle was 4 large sealing steamer, com- 
manded by Captain Jockman and owned by 
Messrs. Bowring brothers. The captain is one 
ofthe best and most successful commanders 
sailing out of Newfoundland ports, but, it is 
said, the steamer’s boilers were in such a con- 
dition that she should have never gone to sea. 
This was whispered about soon after she sailed 
for the fisheries, and the report that the wreck- 
age indicates a boiler explosion is taken as ev- 
idence that all on board are lost. : 

The steamer Eagle was last seen: by tho 
steamer Aurora,on the night of Marca il, 
near Funk’sisland. A ferrible sea was ran- 
ning stthe time. Next morning the Aurora 
could find no trace of the Eagle and nothing 

has been seen of the ill-fated vessel siace. A 
message from Gireycupond, about one 
hundred miles from here, says that Lighthouse 
Keeper Cabot bad boarded the sealing steamers 
Vavguard and Hector. Both those vessels re- 
ported passing spars, forecastle and name “Ea- 
gle’ cn a board near the spot where'she was 
jest seen. Lighthouse Keeper Cabot is relia- 
ble, and from his knowledge of affairs 
there, and the fact that tho Eagle has not been 
since the fleet have been spoken, it is univer- 
sally believed that the vessel, with her two 
bundred and sixty souls on board, was driven 
on the tenible reefs so numerous inside 
Fonk’s island; that thesea broke her up and 
thaé she probably sank immediately with her 

‘fifty seamen ocn deck and 210 seal fishers be- 
low. The sea that swept the coast that night 
was the worst ever witnessed by the oldest 
sailors on board of other vessels. 

No ship, once getting in those terrible break- 
ers could possibly escape. “Captain Jackman 
commander of the ill-fated vessel was consid- 
ered the bravest skipper Newfoundland ever 
produced. He was calied “king of the sealing 
fleet’ until 1885, when for the first time in his 
experience he failed to secure any seals. Last 
year bad luck again overtook him, and he lost 
the stcamer Rezolute, near the same fatil 
Funk’s island, but all his crew es- 
caped. Later the same season he 
took command of the Eagle, and within a few 
weeks she broke her shaft. She was; refitted, 
and a month ago started with the rest of the 
flect on what is now felt was jier last voyage.

Snow on the adjacent mountaius} is 
not less than ten inches deep. 


STAUNTON, Va., March 31.—Snow has fullen 


to'the depth of three inches, and is still falling

RicHMOND, Va., March 31.—Snow fell here 
all day, but did not attain much depth, owing 
to the warmth of the earth. 

DANVILLE, Va., March 31.—There was a 
heayy fall of snow here this morning and the 
weather is still cold and wintry. 

WINCHESTER, Va, March 31.-—-A heavy snow 
storm has prevailed here all day. Snow has 
fallen to the depth of several inches, thus clos- 
ipg|an unprecedented March for our valley. 
Not a bud nor sign of leaf is tobeseen. Farmers 
are very backward with their work. 


NEW DOCKS. 


York and Norfolk 
Selected, 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—Secretary Whit- 
ney bas approved the report of the board 
appointed to select sites for the two new dry 
docks authorized by the last congress. The 
docks will be located at the New York and 
Norfolk navy yards, and will be built by 
contract on the general plan of the Simpson 
dry dock, They will be constructed of tim- 
ber,and the dimensions will be about as 
follows: Length, 485 feet; width, at top, 125 
feet; and the width at the bottom 60 feet. The 
amount of money available for their construc- 
tion is $1,190,000, The New York dock will cost 
more than the dock at Norfolk, owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining a good foundation. A 
geod foundation of blne clay and ‘gravel can 
be obtained at Norfolk at adepth of 35 feet, 
while at New York innumerable guick sands 
and springs are found at a. similar depth, ne- 
Cessitating heavy piling to obtain a foundation 
- Capable of supporting a vessel of 6,000 to 10,000 
tons in weight. The exact location in the 
yards of the two docks cannot be determined, 
but borings will be made within a short time 
to ascertain the nature of the foundation.

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CARTER HARRISON AGAIN. 


The Chicago Democracy Urge Him to Run 
for Mayor, but He Refuses. . 


CrtcaGo, March 31—When the democratic 
nominatiy g committce had assembled this 
evening, hiayor Harrison entered the room 
sione. A sub-committee of five reported that, 
notwithstandiog an untiring search, they had 
been unable to find a suitable democrat in the 
city who would accept the party’s nomination 
for the mayoralty. They had reached almost 
i i aly and could make no recommenda- 

ons, 

Chairman Wentworth said there was pres- 
ent a distinguished and trusted leader, whose 
banner they had often followed to victory, and 
wiio would now be able to again command suc- 
cess if he would but consent. If there were 
no chjections, he would puta motion to make 
Mr. Harrison their nominee. 

_ The response was unanimous and an enthu- 
siastic aflirmative, but a hush: fell upon the 
committee as Mayor Harrison arose, and after 
briefly reviewing his official record, the lack of 
encouragement he had received from persons 
high in the party, and opposition to him by 
the entire press of the city, declined outright 
and for the third time. ' | 

Before resuming his seat, Mr. Harrison 
said the republican papers had been calling 
upon the democratic party to put up a ticket if 
only to save the city from a socialistic mayor— 
their way of referring to Mr. Nelson, the 
united labor candidate. If the republicans 
wanted this, then let thei withdraw Roche 
and put on their ticket Carter Harrison [cheers 
and astonishment] ard he would beat Nelson 
by 30,000 votes. 

If the democratic party wanted to run a 
ticket to keep up party ad ministration,ali right, 
but ther should not run to help the republicans. 

¥Vr., Lowenthal madea speech warmly fa- 
Tae republi- 
cans knew they would be defeated if they did 
not withdraw Roche.

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CINCINNATI'S LABOR VOTE. 


Workingmen Pledging Themselves to Sup- 
port Their Candidate. : 
CINCINNATI, March 31.—Unusual interest 
bas been @eveloped within the past fow days 
inthe municipal election, which takes place 
next Monday. The labor party has been active 
in its campaign work, holding meetings and 
obtaining pledges from voters to support the 
ticket. They now claim to have’ secured 11,- 
000 .on soch pledges. The plan was fol- 
lowed Jast fall in New York, and 
the labor vote there was double 
the number of pledges. Reckoning upon the 
same increase here, the labor candidates now 
claim that they will poll 22,000 votes, which 
would enable them to elect their ticket. The 
total vote of the city will not be far from 
50,000. Today it is announced that in the sec- 
ond, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, twenty-third and 
twenty-fourth wards the democrats have in- 
dorsed the ward officers nominated by the labor 
pariy. ‘These are all strong republican wards. 
A leading democratic local politician says the 
inerease of the labor vote above the number of 
pledges will not ba realized, but, on the con- 
trary, there will be fewer votes than pledges. 
It ig clgsr, however, that the labor . vote will 
be far from inzignificant.

HIS LAST MESSAGE.

A New National Bank--Appointments to be

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The comptroller 
of the currency today authorized the First | 
National bank of Gadsden, Ala., with a capital 
of $50,000, to begin business. 

It is authoritatively announced that the fol- 
lowing appointments will be made tomorrow: 
Secretary of the treasury, Charles S. Fairchild, 
of New York; assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury, Isaac H. Maynard, of New York. . 

Judge Maynard is at present second com)- 
troller, having been appointed to that position 
by President Cleveland on the Iistof June, 
1£85. He has made an excellent record in the 
position. At the time of his appointment . 
Judge Maynard was first deputy attorney- 
general of New York. Two years prior to his 
appointment to the federal service he was a 
democratic candidate for secretary of state of 
New York, but was defeated, owing, It is said, 
to his prohibition record. His home is in 
Delhi, N. Y.

AN EXPRESS MESSENCER’S ER- 
COUNTER WITH A ROBBER. 


A Mseked Man Enters thé Car and Oommands the 
* Messengerto Hold Up His Hands-On Not Being 
Obeyedthe Rebter Treats Him Roughiy— 
Other News of the Robbery, Etc, 


Roms, N. Y., March 31.—A special from 
Frank fort says that Express Messenger Leake, 
who was robbed between Clark’s Mills and 
Frankfort last night, reached here about mid- 
night, and was able to have his wound 
dressed. He was shot in the upper part of 
the arm, the ball passing in the shoulder, 


‘causing an ugly wound. Doctors probed for 


the ball, but were unable to locate it. Mr. 
Leake endured the operation heroically, with- 
out chloroferm. He was weak from the shook 
and loss of blood, but walked to the station aud - 
tock the train for Albany, on his way hcme # 
Sharon. He stated to a reporter that toon 
after his train left Clark’s Mills a man entered 
his car through the side door, which he shoved 
back, saying as he entered: 
“THROW UP YOUR HANDS.” 

Leake did not realize fora moment what was 
up, and failed to comply with the demand. The 
intruder thereupon leveled hls revolver at the 
messenger and shot him. Leake fell to the 
ficor of the car, and his assailant said: 

“Now, d—n you, wlien I tell you to hold up 
your hands again, you'll do it, won’t you?” 

The assassin then bound the hands and feet 
of Leake and put a gag in his miouth.. One af 
his legs the robber tied to the safe. The des- 
pesado then took a bunch of keys from the 
pocket.of the messenger!-and unlocked the 
safe, which he rified ofa money package. The 
smount secured is believed to be 

PETWEEN 47,000 AND $8,000, 

The robber then left. Before leaving the 
car, the robber said to Leake: 

“D—n you, if you say anything about this 
I'll come back and kill you.” ae 

The messenger then replied: 

“You would roba man and then kill him 
teo, would you?” 

“Yes, I would,” said the robber as he left. 

Leake tried to free himself, but did not suc- 
cecd. At Utica his car was opened, and he 
wes freed from his uncomfortable position. At 
this place it was decided that he had better 
stop over and have his wound attended to. 
The messenger says his assailant was a large, 
strong man, wealing a mask that hung down 
over his chest. His hair was cut very short at 
the kack, and his hands were calloused, hard 
and dirty. 

Local express officials decline to state the 
amount of the loss. Route Agent Bushnel 
reached Utica at noon today. He was reticent, 
but admitted a loss af about $1,000. Other 
statements fix the loss at $3,000. It is believed 
that the robber entered the car near Oneida 
castle, where the grade is heavy. The mes3- 
eenger’s statement that the robber entered by 
the side door is not believed, as the platform 
door of the car was not fastened by a chain, as 
it should have been, when the train readnod 

Utica. 

The messenger said to some one that he 
sitting at his-open safe'‘When attacked. ive 
Gesciiption of the robber tallies perfectly with 
that given by. Night Agent Barger of the 
martked man who robbed his drawet of about 
S18 on March 14th, walked him down the track. 
and gave him back a watch and revolver that 
bad been taken with the money. Two broth- 
ers, named Schultz, "who were Lunting in 
Hartficld’s woods, near Ontairo and Western 
station, in New Hartford, found pieces of ex- 
press money envelopes taken from Messenger 
Leake, of the West Shore toad, last night. Ino 
bis haste, the robber left pieces of bank notes 
in the torn parts of envelopes. The distinct 
footprints of but one man were discovered.

STEALING 


A New York Postoftice Clerk Confesses His 
Crime. 

NeW York, March 31.—Wednesday morning 
the superintendent of the pouch room of the 
registry division of the New York postoflice 
discovered that a package which had arrived 
Tuesday night from Portland, Oregon, contain- 
ing 31,000 in currency, was missing. He had 
checked the packages off sometime before, and 
ecculd not imagine where it had gone to, a3 no 
one was in the office except the clerks, 
eighteen in number, The superintendent 
telegraphed for Inspector Dosser, 
and detained the clerks until 
he arrived. The inspector took the clerks to 
his office, where they were examined. The 
examination continued all day yesterday, 
through the night and until early this morn- 
ing. Suspicion pointed in the direction of Wil- 
liam A. Clarke, a clerk, who has been in the 
department about five years. 

Clarke is a married man and lives in Brook- 
lyn. For a long time there have been robberies 
in this.department and over sixty packages 
have been stelen, the inspectors being unable 
toentrap the thief. This afternoon Clarke 
told him that he had stolen 
the packages, and that he had 
also stolen the other sixty packages that 
hed been missing from time to time for the 
past three years. He said he had committed 
the thefts topay his debts. He was addicted 
to drinking, and had gambled some. He could 
not say how much he had stolen, but it is sup- 
posed that he has taken between $1,000 and 
$5,000. Clarke was taken to Ludlow street 


jail. 

m, The last big robbery in: the registered letter 
department of the postoffice here was in 1551. 
A package containing $10,000 in bills was 
mailed late in the afternoon in September to 
the First National bank in Charleston, S. C. 
It was sent by the National Park bank in this 
city, and after it was deposited in the postoffice 
here it was never heard from, 
although a_ rigid search was made 
for it. In‘ the examinrtion of Clark today it 
came out that heis the last man that is known 
to have handled that package. When charged 
with having stolen this package as well, he 
denied it, but it is supposed he is the person 
who toox it. In this instance the Charleston 
bank requested that the money be insured, and 
it was done. The Orient Mutual insurance 
company had to pay the loss, and no ciue to 
the thief has ever been found.

Readings by Authors in Boston 3 Aid of 
the Movement. \ 


Boston, March 31.—The readings given by 
authorsinaid of the Longfellow memorial 
tock place this afternoon. The curtain of the 
Boston museum rose promptly at 2 o'clock, 
disclosing to an audience, which filled the 
theatre to its utmost capacity, the following 
persons: James Russell Lowell, Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, Edward Everett Hale, Thomas 
Werftworth Higginson, William D. Howells, 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich, George William Cur- 
tis and Mrs. Julia Ward Howe. 

The meeting was presided over by Professor 
Charles Eliot Norton, of Haryard. In making 
the opening address, he referred to Mr. Long- 
fellow as one whose poetry mde all his read- 
ers love him. He introduced one whom he 
said bad even untertaken to make Connecticut 
relax her wonted gravity—Samuel S. Clem- 
ents. better known as “Mark Twain.” 

The latter stepped to the platform and an- 
nounced thathe would read froma paper to 
be published in the Century Magazine, which 
is to be celections from collections of answers to 
examination papers collected by a lady friend. 
The selections were received with laughter by 
the audience, and were read in the author’s 
dry. unimitable way.

THE NEW TREATMENT

that No Cures Have Been Effected. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 31.—This week’s 
Medical News, to be issued tomorrow, will state 
that the recent articles extemsively published 
throughout the country announcing the cure, 
at the Philadelphia hospital of a number of 
patients suflering with consumption, through 
treatment by injections of carbonic acid gas 
and éulphurated hydrogen,greatly exaggerated 
such treatment. The treatment, it says, was 
first introduced by Burgon, of Lyons.

The results at the 
Philadelphia hospital, im the limited. series. of 
cases which have been under treatment, have 
been in a reduction of th@¥ever and sweats, les- 
tenirg ofthe expectoration. and an increase oi 
weight. These are gains to be thankful for, and 
el courage us 10 hope that we may have a re medial 
measure of some vaine, but further than this noth- 
ing can besaid.

Failures in the Country Daring the Last 
Three Months. 


NEw YorK, March 31.—Mercantile failures 
for three months ending with today, as re- 
ported by R. G. Dun & Co., are 3,007 in num.- 
ber, against 3,203 for the same quarter of 1886 
Liabilities for the first quarter of the present 
year are $32,161,000, against $29,681,000 for the 
corresponding quarter of 1884. The geograph- 
ical distribution of failures is somewhat unu- 
sual, the liabilities in the middle states 
amounting to $12,000,000, showing an in- 
crease of $6,000,000 as compared 
with 1886, and in New York city the 
liabilities for the first three months of 1537 
were $5,000,000 as compared with $2,900,000 in 
the corresponding quarter of last year. In all 
other sections of the country, except the mid- 
dle states, the failures are much less in number 
and amount than the average for the first quar- 
ter, and the total result is much less than pre- 
vious years. In Canada the failures for the 
first quarter of 1887 are 393 in number -as 
against 389 forthe corresponding quarter of 
last year.

EMIN BEY’S IVORY. 


EXPLORER STANLEY TRYING TO 
GET POSSESION OF IT. 


He Bmploys Tippu Tib, an African King, to Assist 
Him—How the Germans Are Excluding @ritish 
' Trade-The Expedition Gétring All 
Right—Preparing for the March. 


Loxpon, March 31.—A letter has been r;3 
ceived from Henry M. Stanley; alated Caps- 
town. He expresses bewilderment at the con- 
stant evidences he sees of the British yielding 
and shrinking in Africa before noise, bluster 
and mock heroics. He says: 

In the west and north France and Portugal have 
strode with audacious and frantic hastet®€xclude 
British trade. Now, Icome to Zanzibar. There I 
find that the Britishjficet has given way to the Ger- 
man, and that the German traders outnumber the 
British. There isa reckless aggressiveness about 
the Germans that is ominous... Their manner 
is haughty and overbearing, and carries an air of 
‘You must.’’ The natives look on in wonder, while 
the British affect indifference. In Zanzibar it was 
like a ripe plum ready ito drop into a pail of Brit- 
ish belongingsas areward of patient nourishing 
and of upholdinga feeble state, and at the first 
sign of a German gunboat it is abandoned. It is 
no business of mine, but I confess to sentimental 
regret that English statesmen should be so easily

THE COERCION BILL. 


Lord Hartington Addresses the Liberal 
Unionists. . 

LONDON, Mareh 31.—Lord Hartington, at a 
meeting today of the liberal union members of 
both houses of parliament, explained that the 
government had made its crimes act amend- 
ment bill a question of confidence, and said 
that if the liberal unionists failed to support 
the bill, and in that way brought about its de- 
feat, the result would be the advent of Mr. 
Gladstone to power. It was the imperative 
duty of the ljiberal unionists to prevent this, 
Lord Hartington contended. The meeting de- 
cided to support the bill. Sevetal members of 
the party were absent from the meetiag. 

The meeting hall was crowded. Among the 
prominent persons present were the earl of 
Derby, Mr. Chamberlain and Baron Rothschild. 
The meeting, with the exception of two dis- 


 sentents, unanimously adopted the Hartington 


proposal that the liberal unionists shall support 
the first reading of the crimes bill on condition 
that members be allowed to criticise the 
measure in committee. Mr. Chamberlain ap- 
proved the proposal,

Lord Hartington appealed to members of the 
liberal union party to support the government 
on the second reading of the bill, reserving 
the liberty to demand it in committee. This 
the meeting agreed to. 

At a meeting of the conservative party to- 
day, it was decided that the house of commons 
shall sit until the Irish criminal law amend- 
ment bill has passed its second reading, 
and that the only adjornment to be taken at 
easter, shall be from Thursday next to the ful- 
lowing Tuesday. 

Two hundred members of parliament attend- 
ed the meeting. Among them was Lord Ran- 
dolph Churehill, The meeting enthusiastical- 
ly supported the decision of W. H. Smith, 
conrervative leader in the house of commons, 
to have a division tomorrow night on Mr. Par- 
nell’s amendment to the Irish crimes act, the 
amendment bill providing that the house re- 
colve itself into a committee. to consider the 
state of Ireland, and on the first reading of 
the measure, even if theclosure had to be en- 
forced. 

In the house of lords tonight, Earl Cadogan, 
lord of the privy seal, presented a bill provid- 
ing for the purpose of Irish holdings, or,in other 
words, for the abolition of the systém of daal 
ownership created by the act of 1881. It wis 
proposed, he said, to admit lease holders to the 
benefits of the actof 1881. [Cheers.] Lease 
holders whose leases expired prior to 1831, 
numbering 160,000, were to be admitted to the 
benefits of the act of 1881 1n the same manner 
as those whose leases expired in that year. It 
was also proposed that alandlord must issue 
notice in the form scheduled in the bill when 
he obtains an ejectment writ from the court, 
and that he be required to serve the tenant 
with that notice in the manner prescribed by 
the courts, either by service or by posting; that 
when the tenant receives this notice he 
shall become the ipso facto care-taker of his 
holding for the period of six months, and that 
redemption shall run as from that date. Earl 
Cadogan hoped the house would accept the 
measure. 

Lord Granville said that the Cowper con- 
mission’s plan was a comprehensive one, but 
the government measure founded on it wag at 
present lopsided. He urged the government 
to state the general character of legislation by 
which they proposed to abolish dual ownerchip. 

The earl of Belmore said that while the 
measure would hit some landlords hard, it a'so 
would hit some tenants whose present rents 
were much lower than a court would fix. | 

The earl of Dunraven said that the measure 
would be a beneficial one, but the only chance 
of satisfying Ireland was by the abolition of 
dual ownership of land invented by Mr, Glad- 
stone and bis party. | 

The bill passed its first reading and 
second reading was fixed for April 21 st.

He lived uutil the 
next day, when he died, The killing was 
clearly in self-defense. The jury was out only 
a few minutes.

and say soand doit.” Palmer said: “I won't 
come out now, but will catch you some other 
time, and Iam going toputiton you.’ Isup- 
pose he meanta thrashing. Then I went to 
serve some one, and while so doing, I heard a 
pistol shot, and saw Palmer coming into the 
store with blood rushing ont of his mouth, 
siying: “Have mercy on me.” I led him out of 
the store into the piazza and turned him loose. 
He came back into the -store, and my clerk, 
Max Lubcke, took bim ont and he fell, I[ 
then told my driver to hitch up my team and 
send him down to the hospital. While waiting 
for the team, J saw Samuel Parker standing in 
the gate: some one asked who did it, and Park- 
er said: “I shot the —— ——, i blowed 
his d—d brains out.” Thejury brought in the 
following verdict: ‘“That the said Harry Palm- 
er came tohis death froma gunshot wound 
inflicted by the hand of Samuel Parker, at 
Mappue’s store at the Six-mile house on the 
night of March 26.1887.”’ Parker is still at 
jJarge in the neighburhood of the Six-mile 
house.

othelfv. \W. C, Smith, who, after an absence of 
The fii rty years, bas returned on a visit to 
u. ., semeand filted the pulpit in the Pres- 
byten.2 church on Sunday last. He is look- 
ing stout and vigorous, and time has dealt 
gently with bim, and he appeared much pleas- 
ed with his visit here. He is now liviug in 
St. Paul, Minn., and returned to Georgia to 
visit his brother and sister who reside ina this 
state. Mr. Smith has hat» varied experience 
inthis community. In i357 he came here to 
take charge of the seminary, and abowtthe 
same time be. was called to serve the Presbyte- 
rianchurch here and at Fairview. He got 
along vers Well as pastor and teacher until 
1860, when the wave of  politizal 
excitement, which swept over the south, upon 
the election of Lincoln to the presidency, ar- 
rayed the people in bitter hostility to the un- 
ion. The campaign preceeding the election 
had been the hottest known in political war- 
fare, ard the election of a sectional president 
intensified the feeling engendered during the 
canvass, and united the various factions with 
which our people had been divided. Then 
came secession and the organiza- 
tion of the confederate govern. 
ment and the call toarms. This practically 
solidified’ the south, and the dram beat echoed 
from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, and the 
mustering Ssquadroons and drilling regiments 
told of the coming conflict. Sectional prejudice 
ran high, and men born north -of Mason’s 
and Dixen’s line were regarded with suspicion, 
and it required great prudence and conserva- 


tism on the part of yankees, as all northern - 


men were termed, to avoid persecution. Mr 
Smith was from Pennsylvania, and he evident. 
ly sympathized with our enemies, and whilea 
non-combatant and having married in the 
south, there was no reascn why he may no 

have gone quietly along, taking no part in the 
exciting events that were daily transpiring. 
But his disposition was such that ho could not 
well conceal his sympathies, and there was 
some talk among indiscreet boys of mobbing 
him, yet nobody anticipated any violence. All 
sorts of rumors were busily circulated as to his 
sayings, many of them probably false, but still 
they found ready listeners, and ona public 
day, when there was acrowd intown, Mr. 
Smith was passing up the street, 
was attacked by R. H. Bradford and beaten in 
a brutal manner. What might have baen the 
result is hard to tell had nota number of citi- 
we~s west to his rescue. Public sentiment 
condemiu«d the assault in unmistakable terms 


and assured him of his safety. But he felt 


that his csefulness was ended here and that he 
ought te go north, and his friends agreed with 
him in this determination. Early in 1552 he 
went to Richniond and received a passp3rt 
from the government to go through the lines. 
He was riven a chaplaincy in the federal army 
and renaived in that service uutil the close of 
thewar. His wifeand ail of his children but 
two are desd, and he returns here, after twen- 
ty-five years’ absence, to visis the graves of his 
iwo chixiren and meet hi; former friends once 
more. Mcet of them are gone, and-he walked 
the streets of our town, where he lived five 
years, a wiwst a stranger.

After the war he settled 
in Kentucky and devoted himself to the prac- 
tice of his profession. In 1570 he was married 
to Miss Mattie Edelon, of Mafiton, Ky.,a 
grandniece of Mr. Jefferson Davis, who sarvives 
him.

The Greenesboro J nu aal thus recalls a 

quaint character of former days: It is perhaps 
not known te the present generation of our 
citizens that.Greenesboro once had a real live 
negro poet. A few of our older citizens, whose 
youth reached back into a past generation, dis- 
tinctly remember Kelly King, a character that 
became widely celebrated in Georgia. He was 
an original poet, on whose sable brow the 
“divine aftlatus’ rested from the time 
he could talk. Kelly never learned 
to read or -write, and be was forced 
to depend upon other hands to com- 
mit to paper the poetic effusions of. his imagi- 
natien. Besides possetsing poetic genias, Kelly 
had a kindly disposition and was a goneral fa- 
volite in the community. He belonged to 
Colonel Y P. King, the father of our towns. 
map, Dr. H. H King, and was treated. with 
great consideration by his indulgent master. 
Jn his later years Kelly wasallowed to do 
pretty much as he pleased. When Colonel 
King was leaving home for his mission as 
United States consul to a Seuth American 
repulfic, he enjoined upon Ir. King that Kelly 
was not to be forced to do any work. The old 
servant repaid his master’s kindness 
with a wealth of affection and the 
most faithful service tothe end of his days. 
He died during Colonel King’s absence and 
was given a resting place in keeping. with his 
position in the family. The family felt they 
had lost a true friend when old Kelly was laid 
under the sod. ‘This poet had never to court 
his muse. ‘The inspiration came at all hours, 
places and seasons. Jt was & common occur- 
rence for him to drop his hoe while working 
in the garden and rush into the house and say, 
‘Mais Henry get out your pencil and write 
down some poetry fur me.’

Object Lessons in the South. 

Brother Watterson, ofthe Courier-Journal, 
in the course of a recent interview with a 
Chicago reporter, says that he is looking 
every year for a break-up in the solid south, 
and he thinks it will be a good thing when 
it comes. He says ‘‘the old whig leaven’’ 
is in all the states of the south, especially 
in those where once it was the strongest. 
The old whig leaven is a very good thing in 
its way, just as the old democratic leaven is 
a very gocd thing; but the truth of the 
business is that the south is pulling steadily 
away from all tlie political and_ sectional 
com plications. 

The old south was for tree trade mainly 
because slavery waS a purely agricultural 
investment, and for no other reason in the 
world. It was a business affair entirely. 
The new south will be for protection because 
the purely agricultural idea has been shown 
to be a humbug and a delusion. When the 
people once sees as the most of them now 
see, that the niaterial resources of this sec- 
tion are equal to any demand that may be 
made upon them, we shall hear nothing 
more of free trade as a political issue; for 
the most unintelligent person will discover 
that protection is necessary to the complete 
development of our resources and to the 
‘building up of our industries. 

So.iar as republicanism is concerned—the 
republicanism that is represented by Blaine 
and John Sherman—the south will remain 
forever solid. When the republicans of the 
north become democrats then perhaps there 
may bea republican party in the south, bat 
not before. But the’south has already dis- 
covered—a fact that is of more importance 
than partisan politics—namely, that while 
agriculture is a very important interest, it 
is not the only one with which off people 
have to deal. 

- There is nothing more important than the 
building up of the interests of this section. 
The average political issues of the day pale 
before it. We must have diversified indus- 
tries. We must have home markets for the 


farmers in order that: the products of the 


farm may be diversified. We:+cannot have 
these things with free trade.

THE EQUINOCITIIAL 


A Scientific Explanation of the Season” 
Storms Now Due. 
From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

The storms which prevail generally abouts 
the 2ist of March and September, respectively, are 
known as the “equinobtial gales,” or “storms.”’ 
Beyond their regularity of approach very little e’se 
is known about them. ‘hey are unusually dis- 
posed of as being storms occurring from the orii- 
nary Causes, and coming at those particular times 
because the sunisthen “crossing the equator.’’ 
Why such relative position of the®sun to the earth 
gives rise to the storms is not very well known, and 
an explanation is seldom attempted. In its annual 
elliptical path which is termed the 
travel around the sun the earth moves in an 
ecliptic, Butit always retains the same angle to 
that line of motion, so that the relative position of 
any, portion of the earth to the sun (is coustantly 
the nortaern 
hemisphere is said to be turned from the stun. aud 
consequently in the summer it is 
turned toward the sun. Retween — these 
two feasons, it is spring and £ autumn 
respectively, as the northern half is entering that 
position which the earth occupies during summer 
or winter, as the case may be. 

During the progress of the earth in its yearly 
journey the sun is directly overhead, sometimes at 
the center of the earth, the equator, and sometimes 
above or below that line. When summer reigns in 
the northern half old Sol is north of the equatorial 
line. He is directly overhead at no time farther 
north than about 234°, equal to upwards of 1,500 
miles. When that point is reached the positioa of 
the earth becomes such that the sun appears to 
travel south, arriving direct!y over the ej aator on 
the 2ist day of September. From that time oa, as 
winter approaches, he appears to get further bel ow 
the equator, until the same distance is attained 
below the line as was reached above, namely 2)'4” 
The day and night, while the san is direcily ove 
the equator, are each of twelve hous’ duration, 
hence the term ‘“‘equinox,”’ or “equal night.” As 
he is directly overhead above or below the central 
line, the day exceeds the night injthe northern or 
southern hemisphere respectively.

It seemed al- 
most a godsend to him, The salary was %9,000a 
year, comingin comfortably regular weekly install- 
ments, and all his work was only to write some two 
or three columns a week, while he had beside all 
the new publications |to add to his library. It 
seemed almost too good to be true, after his hand 
to hand processes; to have a large assured sum of 
cash coming in every week gave him a sense 
of ease and security he had not k nown for years, 
The trouble with Lowell last autumn 
was a great blow to him, but ris: paper stood by 
him manfully and he lived it through successfully 
and seemed to have sailed intocalm seas at last, 
when suddenly he quietly disanpeared from the 
paper’s pages and noone apparently quite knew 
the reason. The literary clique bestirred them- 
selves unavailingly to discover the cause, It was 
incredible he could have voluntarily resigned 


:such a place and there was not the slightest ramor 


of trouble between the managementof the journal 
and himself. In realityit wasa case of the dog 
who grasped at the shadow of the meat inthe 
brook and lost the substance that he held in his 
paws. Of course Julian Hawthorne was not paid 
$5,000 a year for three columns of book review a 
week; others could be hired to do quite as well for 
much less; but the name he bore, made so great by 
his father, was considered to beworth that much. 
But, not contented witb this liberal sum and light 
work, and the opportunity and leisure to write as 
many books as he pleased, he began appending his 
name to works for other papers and weekly publi- 
catious, and. hardly had a right to be surprised 
when the head ofthe journal quietly informed 
him, one fine day, that he paid for the exclusive 
use Of his name, and as he was apparently not wil 
ing to giv e that he had no further use for it.

In thesecond half year 
of 1885 these houses loaned the sum of $1,333,796 on 
pledges of all kinds, on which an ayeragemonthly 
interest of 1P24 per cent was paid, and for the same 
period they paid @ total tax of $16,672.

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INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 
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THE ORGANIZATION OF THE NA- 
TIONAL COMMISSION.

Judge Cooley Elected President on the Nomination 
of the Democratic Members--The First Busi- 
ness Brought Before tue Commission-- 
Other News of the Commission. 


WASHINGTON, March ,31. — [Special.] — 
Three times in the history of Washingnon it 
hasbeen the scene of the assembly of a litle 
group of men on whom the eye of the nation 
were intently fixed. All of these groups have 
been so small that they could have held their 
sessions in the cheapest room of any hotel in 
the city. Eight men ene morning came to- 
gether, and finally agreed on the draft of a 
proclamation which was to liberate four 
millions of human creatures. Fifteen men sat 
for days in a little hall at the capitol, 
pretending to adjudicate a contested 
presidency. Today five men sat in a cory par- 
lor at Willard’s hotel and arranged for the or- 
ganization of a commission which will hold in 
its control thousands of milliens of property, 
and the rights and privileges. of sixty million 
people, The little gathering today was abso- 
Intely destitute of: the dramatic elements 
whichtthrew such a glare upon the consalta- 
tion of the Lincoln cabinet, and the session of 
the electorial commission. Everything today 
was set to the cold, quiet tone of business. 

A CALL. ON THE PRESIDENT. 

All the commissioners except Mr. Bragg, of 
Alabama, were in Washington yesterday. Mr. 
age arrived on a belated train from the 
south at 10:30 this morning. He immediately 
proceeded to the white honse, where he met 
the other members of the commission. Pre- 
vious to their gathering here these five men 
were not known to each other. Mr. Morrison 
knew Mr. Bragg and Judge Cooley. Mr. 
Bragg knew only Mr. Morrison. Mr. Walker 
and Mr. Schoonemaker did not know each 
other, or either of the other comm|ssioners. 
The five gentlemen, however, were iutro- 
duced to each other by the president, 
and in a few minutes were drawn 
by the sympathy of their situation into some- 
thing akin to old acquaintance, On leaving 
the white house they proceeded to Willard’s 
hotel, where they remained for an hour.

BILL NOTED.

W hat is Thought of Its: Bffect in Atlante and in the 

South~Interviews With Men Who Are Posted 
Upon the Business—The Scalpers Biue 
Over Their Situation, Ete., Etc. 


The business men of Atlanta are very much 
disturbed about the intersiate commerce bill. 

The inland cities of the country are between 
the upper and nether millstones of the new 
railroad law, and there is a- general fear that 
somebody or something will be ground to 
powder while the commerce commission is 
racking its brain over the great puzzle. 

“You can bet,” eaid a well-informed railroad 


) road man yesterday, “thatthe people will pay 


for the fiddling, and they are going\ to pay 
very, very dearly for it. The northern roads, 
as you know, have cut off all special rates, and 
the: public has to pay accordingly. Theroads 


‘are not waiting for the commissioners to 


interpret the law, but aretaking the bill in ac- 
cordance with the ideas of its most extrava- 
gant friends. The public does not get the 
benefit of a single doubt. You can depend on 
it, those roads are taking care of themselves. 

The southern managers have revoked the 
special rates heretofore in force, and are wait- 
ipg for the commissioners to make the next 
move. The roadsrefuse to make contracts be- 
yond April 4, but say the rates will not be ad- 
vanced, and that the situation. will remain in 
statu quo until the commissioners settle down 
upon some line of policy. The roads are not 
defiant, but simply want to go slow until they: 
get more light.’ 

COMMERCE PARALYZED. 

For two weeks Atlanta has felt the bad effects: 
of the uncertainty which the law causes. 

No one kuows whether the rates will be 
higher or lower, and as the road; refuse to 
make contracts, a good deal of stagnation in 
trade bas come about. 

This is no doubt true of all inland cities. 

To illustrate : 

Yesterday Mr, Martin Amorous, of the At- 
lanta Lumber company, received notice of a 
considerable raise in the rate of freight north 
and west of Cincinnati. He does not know 
how soon the rates from Atlanta to Cincinnati 
will be raised. In that state of uncertainty, 
trading in lumber, of course, comes to a stand- 
stil). The Atlanta Lumber company is now 
working almost exclusively on old contracts. 

“We have under contract,” said Mr. Amor- 
ous, “six or seven hundred cars of lumber. It 
is impossible to deliver it by April 4, It is 
also impossible to get any contracts with rail- 
roads beyond that date. We don’t know which 
way the cat is going to jump, and the uncer- 
tainty is doing much harm.” 

Governor Bullock, of the Atlanta cotton fac- 
tory, said: 

“The southern cotton mills sell three-fourths 
of their product in the north, and have a low 
freight rate which enables them to compete 
with the New England mills. Under one in- 
terpretation of the interstate commerce law 
that rate will have to be raised three fold, 
which would knock all the profit out of cotton 
manufacturing in thesouth. The south is not 
the market of the southern mills.” 

A GLOOMY VIEW. 

A reporter of THE CoNSTITUTION sought Mr. 
M. M. Welch, the secretary of tne Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, knowing that he had 
carefully studied the subject and could give 
some valuable information about the act. 

“What is your idea about the interstate 
commerce act, Mr. Welch? What will be its 
effect upon Atlanta?” the reporter inquired. 

“The impression seems to prevail that the 
operation of the law under astrict interpreta- 
tion will be disastrous to the business interests 
of Atlanta and all interior southern points.” 

“How?” 

“The Southern Railway and Steamship as- 
sociation, which is the rate-making power for 
all transportation lines east of the Misssissippi 
and south of the Potomac river, has prepared a 
tariff of throuzh rates in accordance with the 
interpretation of the law by the western 
trunk lines, which is considered a safe inter- 
pertation. In doing this,with a view to giving 
the necessary*protection to their local rates, 
they have found it necessary to make first 
class rates from New York to Atlanta, Chatta- 
nooga, Rome, Dalton, Selma, Montgomery, 
Macon, etc., 141 cents. The present rate be- 


Ll tween New York and the points named is 


114 cents, Under the same_ rule 
of figuring there will s- *& 
similar advance in rates from all eastern and 
Ohio river points on all classes of freights. 

‘‘What business will it hurt most?” 

“There are special lines of industries that 
must suffer greatly under a strict enforeement 
of the long and short haul clause and other 
provisions ot the act. For instance, the iron 
industries and cotton factoriesof the south. It 
is known that the universal custom of iron 
furnaces and rolling mills is to make contracts 
for the sale of their product far in advance, 
generally keeping orders booked for at least 
twelve months ahead. It has been the custom 
of railroads to protect these contracts by a 
guaranteed rate of freight, which secured the 
shipper in the event of any general advance in 
rates, and also in some instances by making 
special rates when necessary to enable a farnace 
to secure a contract for alarge sale. Thetrans- 
portation lines cannot do this under a literal 
operation of the interstate commerce law.” 

“How about cotton factories and mills?” 
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“The transportation{lines have held up the | 


hands of southern cotton manufactures by giv- 
ing a lower rate of freight on the product of 
their mills to eastern cities than has been 
charged on same class of goods coming from 
eastern cities to southern points. This has been 
the life of the business to a great extent it has 
at any rate enabled our soutbern mills to build 
up, a fine easterntrade. The Atlanta ceitom 
mills, for instance, depends almost entirely on 
New York and other eastern markets for the 
sale of their goods. The mills at Augusta, at 
certain seasons, and in factthe year round, 
send the greater per cent of their goods to eas- 
tern points, where they are worked into prints 
and otherwise consumed. So with mills at oth- 
er southern points. In order to encourage 
this business, the railroads have 
given these mills the benefit of 
sixth class rates from the factory to eastern 
points, which under the present rates is 53 
cents. : 

_’ Under the new order they will have to make 
rates 101 cents on the goods, an advance of 
nearly 100 per cent, which will simply be pro- 
hibitory. 
~ “But the lines will have time to prepare for 
the change?” : 

There is a misapprehension existing in the 
minds of some to the effect that the railroads 
can continue present rates until other rates are 
dictated by the national commission.” This is 
not the case. Were the railroads to do so they 
would doit at the peril of interminable litigation 
for every violation of the interstate commerce 
law, and every shipment so made might be the 
basis of action on the part of the shipper or his 
lawyer. It would not be reasonable to expect 
the transportation lines to expose themselves 
to this danger. 

The only possible relief lies in the hope that 
before this act goes into effect; (April the 5th) 
the national commission will exercise the au- 
thority vested in it by congress, and suspend 
the operation.of the long and short haul claase 
in its application to southern transportation 
lines; or, in some other way, authorize the con- 
tinnation of current rates, which are entirely 
satisfactory to transportation lines, and cer- 
tainly preferable to the contemplated change 
to the public. 

“Ts there any redeeming features about the 
act?” 

“ There is one feature developed by this in- 
terstate commerce legislation which is a basis 
for pleasant contemplation. It is the long 
coveted dream of witnessing the transporta- 
tion Jines and their patrons a unit, standing 
side by side, perfectly harmonions in one effort 
to accomplish one result. Had they always 
stood thus closely together, there would have 
been no national railroad commission,”

- Tarleton Steele Eilis His Wife, Drags Her Body te « 


Lonely Piace, Piles Trash Upon it, and Sets the 
Mazes on Fire—How the Crime Was Dis- 
covered— Other Facts of the Crime.

Mr. Hugh T. Inman Elected President andMr, H. C.

WHO WERE ELECTED TO SERVEON 
THE POLICE FORCE, 


4n Exciting Seesion of the Police Commission—A 
Large Number of the Old Force Beuncsd—The 
Gossip of the Eleotion—What is Said 
About it—The New Officers, 


The board of police commission convened in‘ 
special session yesterday morning in their 
chamber at police headquarters, for the pur- 
pose of reorganizing the police force forthe 
years 1887 and 1888, The board was called to 
order by Commissioner English, chairman; 
Commissioners Stephens, Martin, Goldsmith 
— Brotherton and Mayor Cooper being pres- 
en 

“This is a special meeting of the board,” 
said Mr. English, in calling the body to order, 
“for the purpose of electing a police force for 
the next two years. The first thing in order 
will be determining the salary to. be paid the’ 
different members of the force.” \ 

“Before arranging the salaries,” said Mr. 
Brotherton, ‘‘I would like to say that there are 
five or six applicants outside who have not 
been examined. I move that the chief bring 
them in and that we proceed to inspect them.” 

The motion prevailed, and the applicants 


were introduced to the commission and put | 


through the usual examination. 

“Now; I have a resolution touching the 
ealary question,” said Mr. Martin. 

The resolution placed the salary of the chief 
at $1,500 per year, and the captains at $900 per 
year. The sergeants and stationhouse keepers 
at $225 per day each, and the regular patrol- 
ment at $2 00 a day. 

“I presume you are ready now to proceed 
with the election of the force?’ remarked Mr. 
— interrogatively. 

“TI guess we will elect a chief first,” said Mr. 
Brotherton, “and I nominate Captain A. B. 
Connolly.” ‘ 

There were no other nominations, and Cap- 
tain Connolly received the voteof every mem- 
ber of the board. 

“Now, I desire to place before the board the 
name of Captain Crim asa candidate for first 
captain, and in doing so I think it only neces- 
sary to refer to his past work,” said Mr. 
Stephens. 

“I recognize the fact,” said Mr. English, 
“that Atlanta, or no other city, for that matter, 
has a more faithful and efficient officer than 
Captain Crim, and I shall vote for him for cap- 
tain. But I desire to place before this body the 
name of Captain E. F: Couch. Two years ago 
he was first captain and was beaten off. I want 
to put him back where he was then, and nomi- 
nate him for first captain. If there are no far- 
ther nominations, Mr. Martin will please call 
the roll.” 

The roll was called. Mr. English, Mr. Martin, 
Mr. Goldsmith and Mr. Brotherton voted for 
— Couch and Mr. Stephens for Captain 

im 


Captain, Crim was unanimously elected second 
captain. 

Captain Manley was elected third captain by 
the entire vote of the board. 

“Now, gentlemen, who will you have for 
fourth captain?” asked Mr. English. 

“I nominate Captain Moon,” said Mr. Coopor. 

“And I nominate Patrolman J. L. Mercer,” 
said Mr. Goldsmith. :

For Moon—Stephens, Cooper and English—3. 

A second, third and fourth ballot had the 
same result. With each ballot the commission- 
at — to grow more determined not to 
yield. 

“Now gentlemen,” said Mr. English, “we 
seem unable to agree upon either Moon or Mer- 
cer, I suggest the name of Joyner, as a com- 
promise. He has made a policeman.” 

“Well Sg agar said Mayor Cooper, “I 
have voted for Moon because he is a good man. 
He is one of the most polished gentlemen on 
the force. He is educated and competent, and 
I know no reason why he should be defeated.” 

“Neither do I,” said Mr. English. “They 
are both good men, but I think Joyner is 
equally good.” 

A fifth ballot was ordered, It resulted, 

For Joyner—English—1. 

For Mercer—Goldsmith, Brotherton and Mar- 
tin—3. 

For Moon— Stephens and Cooper—2. 

Two more ballots had the same result. On 
the ninth Mr. English went to Mercer, making 
his election.
